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A.L.A. MID-WINTER MEETING, A REPORT

Miami Beach was cancelled asa 
site for the summer conference in 1934 
"due to the wereriat A of Miami Beach 
to meet the A,L.A.'s anti-~discrimin- 
ation policy." (The announcement of 
this action was applauded by the audi- 
ence.) Instead, Minneapolis, Minn. is 
to be A.L.A.'s host from June 2% to 28, 
1954, 


The pre-conference sessions for 
state and re;ional library association 
officers were very <ood. Mostly panel 
type programs, they yielded several 
valuable ideas for improvements, Ac- 
cordin; to the thinking of those sre. 
sent, priority should be ,iven the 
following functions or activities by 
state and regional library associa-~ 
tions during 1953: 1) censorship 2) 
recruitment 3) elevation of profess~ 
ional standards 4) passa:e of library 
services! bill, 


In discussing the question wheth- 
er an association should have an exec- 
utive board or a plannin,: comaittee or 
both, it was pointed out that only 
nine states do not have some kind of a 
planning committee and that the chief 
advantace of such a committee is the 
continuity which it provides. Dis- 
trict meetin:s within a state were 
discussed. Iowa was cited as one state 
which has an exemplary system of dis- 
trict meetin:s attended by the vice- 
president and president-elect of the 
association, 








The problem of attracting and en- 
couraving the participation of teacher 
librarians in state associations was 
also discussed. Proposed nethods for 
solving the problem included: a work- 
shop for teachers at the state associ- 
ation meetings; devotion of issues of 
state association publications to dif- 








of libraries, including 
school librariessappointment of school 
librarians to committees and as offi- 
cers in the state associations, 


Another subject of interest to us 
was discussed---the paid secretary for 
the association, Michigan, California, 
and Ohio have part time paid secretar- 
ies, Their duties are usually editing 
the publication and handling member- 
shins. One delesate said that having 
a paid secretary made it easier to get 
a president because duties were less, 





Revional associations were dis- 
cussed briefly and the conclusion was 
reached that they ought to exist only 
if there are common problems requiring 
a, joint solution, Amon;; the responsi- 
bilities o of the state association was 
listed tuat of having representatives 
eo at non-library but related 

ctivities. 


The second of the three pre-con- 
ference sessions for library associ- 
ation officers bean with a consider- 
ation of the problem of a delezate to 
council representin; the membership 
adequately, It was recognized that in 
many cases the deleyate received no 
instructions, nor did he know his con- 
stituency intimately enou,;h to reflect 
its wishes accurately. The process of 
reporting back to the association was 
acknowled:e? to be equally poor, An 
association manual was looked upon as 
one nlace where instructions to coun- 
cilors micht be profitably set forth. 


In considerin; the relationship 
between A.L.A. and local associations 
one speaker pointed out that field 
workers from A,L.A, were needed as 
well asa headquarters file of re-~ 
source people to he used on procrams. 
The state association should keep its 
members informed about legislation of 
interest to the profession, including 
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detrimental lezislation, Concerning 
joint cfforts in public relations the 
desirability of a naticnwide campaign 
for improvement in libraries similar 
to the current one for public schools 
and teachers was mentionéd, National 





. Library “eck, educational T-V, and the 


UNESCO gift coupons were also mention- 
ed as possible publicity projects for 


joint cooperation, 


The rerularly scheduled rortion 
of the Midwinter meetinz besan on Tuese 


day, following the above described 
workshop, The action taken by Council 


is perhaps the most important business 
to be reported here, 


The president's report indicsted 
that the financial condition of our 
national association is the healthiest 
that it has for years, One ine 
portant problem which continues is 
that of a fair distribution of dues 
between the ceneral and divisional ine 
terests of the association, The list 
of notable books for 1952 were prasent- 
ed to Council in the form of a report 
from the Public Libraries Division, 
(A.L.A.Bull, ,tiar.1953, ».106-7 Ed.) 
Reports were had from other boards and 
committees, but little now legislative 
action was taken by Council,

‘The Library Services Bill will soon be 


introduced in both Houses of Conzress, 


‘-Amons the ‘sponsors, who will introduce 


the bill,is West Viri:inia's Democratic 
Con;‘ressman, Cleveland M, Bailey. Con~ 
gressman Dailey is also a menber of 
the House Comnittee on Education and 
Labor, to which the Bill will be re- 
forred after introduction. In the Sen- 
ate, a Republican spor:sored bill will 
be reintroduced, and referred to the 
Senate Labor and Public Welfare Come 


nittee, Democratic Senator Matthew M, 
Neely, W.Va., is a member of this Com- 


The Library Services Bill provides: 
1) for an authorized appropriation of 
‘57,500,009 a year for a Seyear period, 
2) for allocation of the appropriated 
money to the states on a matching ba- 
sis, Each state would receive an o- 
ricinal allotment of 40,000, with the 
exception of the Vircin Islands which 
would receive »19,000, plus additional 
funds based on the rural population of 
the U.S, This money is matched by the 
state on the basis of the per canita 
income of the state as compared to na- 
tional per capita income, 3) that cach 
state, to receive funds, must prepare 
a state nlan for the further extension 
of public library services to be sub. 
nitted to the Comnissioner of Educa- 
tion, 4) that the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation shall administer the procram 
under the Library Services Act, Libra- 
rians my write thoir Conrressmen for 
Gopies of the Bill after its introduc- 
tion to use in publicizing the bill,

ican Book Publishers Counce cil, reported 
on the makeup and clinate of the 83rd 
Gonvress. Miss Bennett then presented 
a list of the icing or-aninations

Mr. Omar Bacon, Huntinzton Public 
Librarian, was named W.Va.

House Bill 490, to create 2 Lesise 
lative Reference Bureau in the state 
government was introduced on March 2d 
by Cecil H,. Underwood, delezate fron 
Tyler County. 


Underwood's pronosal would cstabe 
lish the bureau under the directorship 
of a man versed in political science 
and law and in mothods of rescarch and 
bill draftin=. The general purpose of 
the bureau would be to srovide legis- 
lators with impartial and accurate in- 
formation on lecislitive tproblens and 
to provide bill drafting service, Ae» 
mens; its specific functions would be 


comprehensive research and refcrence 
service, summarization and digest of 
informstion relating to levislation, 
preparation of reports setting forth 
social and economic cffcects of state 
utes, make investisations into legis-~ 
lative and covernnontal institutions, 
naintenanee of a levislative reference 
room and library,and drafting of bills, 


Mr. Underwood performed a study, 
cut of which this proposal for 2 loj- 
islative refercnee bureau has grown, 
in connection with the preparation of 
a Master's Degree thesis at West Vir-~ 

cinia University, This study has been 
published undcr the title The Le:is- 
lative Process in West Virginia by the 
Bureau for Governnent Research of W, 
Va. University. A reading of Hr, 
Underwood's study reveals that he has 
a cloar understandins of the need for 
such a lesislative reference and bill 
draftias service as a neans of inprove 
ing lesislation,

The acquisition of a philosophy 
of education and an appreciation of

ulty. The librarian must be aware of 
the various teachin;; mcthods. .., The 
use of audio-visual cquipment in the 
teaching processes should be under 
stood by the librarian and incident- 
ally practiced by the librarian..."“in 
his planning of the educational activ- 
ities of the library." .,,.

The 
sane <eneral rules with respect to 
sick leave, rctirencnt, attendance at 
professional mectings, and sabbatical 
leave should anply equally to librar- 
ians and other teachin’ members of the 
colloe..efrculty, Further, membcr- 
ship on institutional and faculty con- 
nittces should .1ls0 be open to the li- 
brarian, His presonce on committees 
should be soucht aftor and not morely 
tolsrated. Ee should fcel as free to 
voice his ovinion in faculty mectinzs 
as any head of denartinent in the cole 
le:e, His salary schedule should be 
in line with that paid to othcr facul- 
ty menbors of similar rank, 


Further, I should like to point 
out that the responsibility of the li- 
brarian for the extra-curricular proe 
‘ran of the collcge is the sane as 
that of any faculty membcr,. Ke must 
be inturcsted in the social life of 
the collec. He must be willing: to 
take a positive and dcfinite stand on 
morel and cthical issues, His respone 
sibility for character building is no 
less than that of any other faculty 
menbor,. This involves also the sane 
community responsibilities which other 
faculty members ASSUIC. eee 


Faculty rank is somethine to be 
achicved. eee The librarian must sco 
that he meets the standards sot by the 
collu;se administration for faculty 
rank, (He) is not ontitlcd to faculty 
rank simply because he is a member of 
the librery staff, Ee is entitled to 
faculty rank when his outlook is that 
of a faculty member, his pcrspective 
that of a collcc¢e administrator, and 
his eduertional standards those of a 
professor,
